For whatever value it esn have and what from our conversation I take 
to be your sincere expression of intent, I tell you that the files 
I axe mined on discovery are burdened with the intent of fraud against 
us by the military. It was successful. You may remember that when 
fcna comes tic activities of Army intelligence were exposed several 
years age they included a very heavy activity in Minneapolis. I 
know that I was under surveillance In Minneapolis in May 1963. This 
surveillance included not particularly careful shadowing and my pub- 
lic^ appearances. When I left Minneapolis, my baggage was intercepted 
wuth some inconvenience and not incons iderable cost to me. Obviously, 
I do not know -^hc did it. I give you this merely ss a clue. 

I believe I told you while the public story is that all the computer 
tapes of that period were destroyed, they in fact were not end there 
remain sfc least two repositories, ss I recall. Fort Holsbird and 
i<ort Monroe . it is I alone who exposed the false reports by the 
Department of the Navy to the Warren Commission having to do with 
Lee harry Oswald’s service record and particularly his 
clearances. This was in 1967, a date in you r letter.
